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LIVES SAVED BY ICE. 


New York Central Flyer Plunges Over 
Embankment to River 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., March 14.— 
Thirteen persons injured, several 
seriously, but none, it is believed, 
mortally, sums up the casualties from 
the wreck of the first section of the 
south-bound Twentieth Century limit- 
ed, the New York Cenfral’s crack 
flyer, a mile south of Hyde Park, 
near this city.

Goal Opecators Urge Careful | Public Utiities Bil Wil Not 


Considera'ion by Miners 


Be Pass3d This Year 


REFUSE EMPLOYES’ DEMANDS | ROOSEVELT WON'T GET HUB 


Say Present Conditions of Industry 
Will Not Allow Them to Raise Pay 
of 180,000 Men—Old Agreement 
Stands Recognized as Most Just and 
Sound Solution of Labor Difficulties 
Ever Secured In This Country 


New York, March 14.—Absolute re- 
fusal of the miners’ demands for 
higher wages in the anthracite fields 
was conveyed to the representatives 
of 180,000 employes by a sub-com- 
mittee of the coal operators. The re- 
ply was given at a conference at- 
tended by both the operators’ and the 
miners’ leaders. 

Shortly after the conference began 
an Official statement was issued by 
the operators containing the rejec- 
tion of the miners’ demands. The 
operators said: 

“We are unable to accede to the de- 
mands presented by you at the joint 
conference in New York city Feb. 
27. Were we to do so, we should 
cast aside in large part the work of 
the anthracite strike commission ap- 
pointed by the President of the Unit- 
ed States in 1902. 

“After months of conscientious and 
painstaking effort in the investigation 
of the problem presented to them, the 
award they rendered stands recognized 
as the most just and sound solution 
of labor difficulties ever secured in 
this country. It has stood the test of 
time, has been twice. renewed. by 
Mutual agreement, has preserved 
peace in an industry long subject’ to 
contention and interruption; has 
brought good wages to the employes, 
stability of employment to the many 
industries depending upon mining, 
and general prosperity to the an- 
thracite region. It should be con- 
clusive as to all facts and issues which 
they covered, and these have not been 
changed.” 

In conclusion the operators urged 
a renewal of the present agreement, 
saying: 

“Our proposition is that the present 
agreement between the anthracite 
mine workers and the operators be 
continued for and during the time of 
three years from the first day of April, 
1912. This agreement embraces the 
entire finding of the anthracite coal 
strike committee, together with the 
various modifications’ made in 1906 
and 1909, of which some were made 
at your request and: others were ef- 
fected by the operators on their own 
initiative. We urge careful consider- 
ation of our proposition and its ac- 
ceptance by you.” 

The operators said the present 
condition of the industry would not al- 
iow them to do more than continue 
the present agreement. They warned 
the miners that the responsibility for 
upsetting the present prosperous con- 
ditions in the anthracite coal fields 
would rest with them. 

The miners asked adjournment un- 
til Friday,’ when they will present 
their counter reply, and the meeting 
adjourned. 


BY VOTE OF 18 TO 15 


Presidential Preference Primary Bill 
Passed by Massachusetts Senate 

Boston, March 12.—The senate yes- 
terday afternoon passed the presiden- 
tial preference bill, giving the voters 
the right to choose their delegates di- 
rectly and to indicate for whom these 
delegates shall vote. 

The bill has already been passed by 
the house and now goes to the gov- 
ernor for his signature. The govern- 
or, it is declared, will sign the bill. 
The vote was 18 to 15. 

The passage of the legislation 
means that the citizens of the state on 
April 2 will vote to elect two dele- 
gates from their congressional dis- 
tricts, eight delegates-at-large, and 
will indicate their preference for a 
candidate for president and vice presi- 
dent. 


LAWYER ELECTROCUTED 


Grasped Electric Light Fixture While 
Standing In Bathtub 

Rutland, Vt., March 12.—Standing 
in the bathtub partiy filled with water, 
with his hands grasping an electric 
light fixture, Robert A. Lawrence, 
an attorney, was found dead at his 
home, a victim of accidental electro- 
cution. The body was discovered by 
his wife. 

The wires for lighting purposes are 
supposed to carry but 110 volts, not 
enough to cause death, but had ap- 
parently become crossed with another 
wire outside the house. 

Lawrence was 33 years of age and 
had served as city attorney and as 
state attorney for Rutland county. 


Burning Off Steamer Sinks 

New York, March 14.—The steam- 
er Jose, laden with 10,000 cans of oil, 
caught fire while at her pier here. 
Fifteen men barely escaped with their 
fives, and the burning steamer, after 
being pulled out into the East river, 
sank. 
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Why Hale Heads Movement For Col- 
onel In Massachusetts—Governor 
Has Stock of Messages on Hand— 
Redistricting Talk Is Revived—Pro- 
vision For Reprint of State House 
Guide Books 


Few people realize what a_ tre- 
mendous piece of machinery is pro- 
posed by the governor in the public 
utilities bill. But those few people 


who do realize are already saying that 
it has not the slightest chance of be- 
coming a law this year. This is the 
news that the papers will be printing 
a@ month from now. The bill was sent 
to the committee on ways and means, 
which everybody knows is not one of 
the lightly worked committees of the 
legislature. 

It is not merely the length of the 
bill, which is undoubtedly the longest 
in the legislature, but it is the brand 
new system of the supervision of pub- 
lic service corporations that makes 
it so difficult. 

One of the prominent features of 
the measure which seems to have 
completely escaped public attention is 
the proposed supervision of those 
voluntary associations which hold the 
stock of public service corporations. 
But this matter of itself has been 
recognized as being of such import- 
ance as to warrant a further report 
to the legislature. This is the pro- 
vision of a resolve in the legislature 
from the committee on banks and 
banking. 

The bill provides for a board to take 
over the duties now imposed upon the 
highway, the railroad, and gas and 
electric light commissions. So many 
complications are offered by the rail- 
road problem, taken all by itself, 
that it is doubtful if the bill could be 
put through this session, if only for 
this reason. 

The bill is indebted very ‘much to 
the New York law which, curiously 
enough, was drawn upon studies made 
of the present Massachusetts com- 
missions. The bill has been agitated 
for a number of years and was strong- 
ly urged last year by Governor Foss. 

It marks a central policy of super- 
vising public service corporations 
rather than the independent control 
exercised under the present commis- 
sions. In addition it contains all of 
the drastic features of recent legisla- 
tion, such as the power to summon 
witnesses, to jail the corporation 
heads who offend and enforce its de- 
crees. 

McCarthy Not Yet Recorded 

There is litttle doubt but that Col- 
Onel Roosevelt will look a little bet- 
ter pdlitically as the time for the pri- 
maries draws near, but there is no 
prediction that he will comé anywhere 
near carrying Boston. That political 
weathervane, ex-Surveyor of the Port 
Jeremiah J. McCarthy, is not yet out 
for the colonel, as might be expected 
if he could see whefe the colonel was 
likely to fit. He was first to predict 
Sherman’s nomination for vice presi- 
dent. 

Hale Was Roosevelt Tutor 

It is not generally known that 
Councillor Matthew Hale of Boston 
was the tutor of the Roosevelt boys 
and that there is a strong personal 
reason why he should be regarded as 
the head of the Roosevelt progressive 
movement in Massachusetts. Hale’s 
progressive ideas must have been 


‘gleaned while he was in Montana, 


where he went as a rich boy to get in 
touch with the life of railroad men. 
Hale has stuck to the state house 
pretty closely since the political legis- 
lation has been active on the house 
and senate calendars. 

Tom Wears His Kelly 

Tom Pedrick, sergeant-at-arms, 
wears his tall Kelly with the rosette 
most of the time these days, for he is 
liable to a summons at any moment to 
accompany the messenger of the gov- 
ernor with messages to the legisia- 
ture. It is said that the governor now 
has a stock on hand of at least a dozen 
messages which are to be sent at ex- 
pedient times. 

But Mr. Pedrick cannot himself be 
a judge of these times. The result is 
that sometimes he has a call from 
the governor’s office and waits there 
half a day for the message that never 
comes. And if he leaves the call 
comes to come back quick. 

Ross Is Patient 

One of the most patient men on 
Beacon hill is Sam Ross of New Bed- 
ford, who attends faithfully to his 
legislative duties, notwithstanding the 
fact that he is unable to use his eyes 
any more than to discern distant ob- 
jects. Ross has been labor leader in 
the senate for a number of years. 

Redistricting Agreement? 

There is a general impression 
throughout the legislature that some 
bunch of political leaders somewhere 
have got together and decided upon 
some satisfactory district lines to fit 
into the congressional redistricting. 


Up to this point everybody has said 
that there was no districting bill go- 
ing through. | 

The redistricting cannot affect the 
delegates to the national conventions 
chosen by congressional districts. The 
delegates wil be elected under the 
present fourteen dietricts. But the 
new districts would be in effect next 
year, when congressmen are to be 
elected. 

Much Dissent Shown 

But on the face of things it must be 
admitted that the redistricting does 
not look good for passage. Of a com- 
mittee of twenty there are six dis- 
senters outright, with two more re- 
serving their rights to dissent. Wor- 
Cester Republicans are mad as hor- 
hets, because they say it will be hard 
hereafter to get a Republican con- 
gressman up there. And there is 
much dissatisfaction in the southeast- 
ern part of the state. 


Valuable Souvenir 

A bill has just gone through the 
legislature tor a reprint of the state 
house guide books, the last edition 
of which went rapidly. The state 
house is so rich in its pictures and 
sculpture of historic reference that 
the guide book is made almost in- 
valuable. The new edition will be 
for distribution in the hands of the 
sergeant-at-arms. 


The “French Duke” 

“The French Duke” is what the 
colleagues of Alexander Sedgwick of 
Stockbridge call him, for his aristo- 
cratic droop and his slight drawl and 
accent, But Sedgwick, in the short 
time he has been in the house, has 
developed into a surprisingly good 
speaker. He delivered a speech on 
the committee report not sustaining 
the bill for a social headquarters, and 
it was sound and sympathetic. 


' Schoonmaker 

There isn’t a more conscientious 
nor a harder working man in the 
whole _ legislature than Johnny 
Schoonmaker, who is senate chair- 
man of railroads. How Schoonmaker 
stands in the matter of the New Ha- 
ven or Grand Trunk is a matter that 
a radical and unreasonable newspaper 
opposed to the New Haven would like 
to’ know. However he stands it will 
be his honest opinion. 

Schoonmaker has made good ever 
since he came to the house years ago, 
where he distinguished himself for 
steady effort. He is a member of the 
judiciary committee in addition to be- 
ing on railroads. Shoonmaker has 
been urged by his friends to be a can- 
didate for congress in the new dis- 
trict cut out by the redistricting com- 
mittee. He has not yet stated his 
views upon the matter. . 


Williams and Fitzgerald 

The Democratic politicians are be- 
ginning to make bets that neither 
Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston nor Hon. 
George Fred Williams can get to the 
Democratic national convention if both 
should permit the use of their names. 
This must be disastrous news to Gov- 
ernor Foss, who proposed Mr. Wil- 
liams as a delegate to the convention 
at the Williams love feast on Feb. 
22, although the governor exhibited 
no intense feeling when he did it. 

There is a cry going up for less 
Boston politics and more up-state 
control, and the elimination of the 
Boston leaders. 


Elevator Men’s Seats 

There is a little bill sailing through 
the legislature that will please thou- 
sands of modestly paid men who come 
in touch with the great public. They 
are the elevator men. Their bill is to 
provide that each elevator shall be 
equipped with a seat for the operator. 
It is a health and police measure. 
Standing gives elevator men a back- 
ache, was tae complaint made before 
the legislative committee which re- 


ported the bill. 
Council Salaries 

There seems to be some reluctance 
about sending along the Dill to pro- 
vide for a raise in salary for the 
members of the governor’s executive 
council. When the late Michael J. 
Sullivan of South Boston was a mem- 
ber of the council he used to call the 
$800 salary a disgrace to a minor 
league baseball club. But it hag not 
changed since. 

The increases proposed have varied 
from $200 to $700. But they have 
not looked good yet to the legislature. 
As a matter of fact the members of 
the council are most of them men of 
means and not especially interested 
in their own salaries. The council 
ig more or less of a dining club where 
sociological topics are discussed—that 
is, this year. Last year its duty was 
to oppose the governor. 


Mrs. Spooner is Calm 

Mrs. Florence Spooner is taking 
bravely her overwhelming defeat ot 
the anti-death penalty bills in which 
she is so much interested. She says 
that the only thing she disliked about 
the defeat of last year was that some 
newspaper said she wept after it. 
Mrs. Spooner did not weep. She 
merely expressed regret both last year 
and this year and said that next year 
she would have another Dill in the 
legislature to do the same thing. 

The Bachelor Tax 

The taxation of bachelors is again 
before the legislature, hailed this year 
as progressive legislation. Mrs. 
Charlotte Smith has been active ali 
the week on the measure, which she 
defends upon social grounds. Mrs. 
Smith’s chief convert is Russell Crane 
of Cambridge, who-says that he will 
vote for the bill if Speaker Cushing 
will leave the chair and take the floor 
for it.

A “Demand” That Was Not 


The average man 
around the state and gets a pretty 
good line on public sentiment could 
not help being very much amused, if 
he knew the circumstances, over the 
statement made by two Massachusetts 
statesmen during the debate in the 
Senate on Monday, over the direct 
primary bill for choosing delegates to 
the national convention. These two 
statesmen told how their bells had 
been rung, both door and telephone, 
in the last twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours, people waiting their turn in 
order that they might impress upon 
them the importance of passing this 
measure in the interests .of the 
“peepul.” It was only with tremen- 
dous sacrifice that these two states- 
men finally yielded to such importuni- 
ties and agreed to support the pend- 
ing legislation, with the result that it 
is now law in Massachusetts to have 
a direct choice made for national 
nominating conventions. ‘*’ 

In response to many inquiries, the 
writer has been able to find not: a 
single case where a citizen in the 
state had any deep conviction upon 
this question. True, he had not inter- 
viewed those stalwart leaders of pure 
Democracy, Matthew Hale and Arthur 
Nason, because he was long since cut 
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out of a hundred, in selecting repre- 
sentative citizens for important po-

“Settled” or “Deferred” 


The settlement of the strike in 
Lawrence, if it shall actually realize 
on Monday as now seems very likely, 
is something to rejoice over, and 
also something to feel considerable 
uncertainty about. If it is an actual 
settlement, there is reason for re- 
joicing, but if it is simply a tempor- 
izing with forces that are enlisted for 
the ultimate annihilation of business, 
as the doctrine of the I. W. W. 
teaches, then it is a matter for very 
careful consideration for a long time 
to come. No industrial. peace can 
follow even this temporary cessation 
of hostilities so long as men holding 
the opinions that these people do, 
are able to get control of large bodies 
of laboring people. 

This is aside from the question of 
who is right and who is wrong in 
the present conflict in Lawrence or 
in any other labor conflict. The 
nation is established on a principle 
that fixes respect for law and order 
as one of its most important funda- 
mentals. When men cease to hold 
this respect, the red flag soon be- 
comes the banner that is followed.

considerable inquiry in several dif- 
ferent parts of the state and the in- 
quiry failed to elicit a single interested 
person along the lines of this latest 
foolish piece of legislation. 

The time isn’t very far off when 
there is going to be an awakening 
among the people of the country as 
to just what a serious menace some of 
these so-called popular measures are 
to American institutions and to the 
average American citizen who desires 
to bear his share of the political 
office-holding as an American citizen. 
It has been estimated!that any man 
who may desire to run as a candidate 
for delegate from the average con- 
gressional district in Massachusetts 
under the law that is provided, could 
probably work out his campaign for 
a sum not less than $300. If he should 
run into a contest under the new law 
as proposed, that sum would be in- 
creased to an extent impossible to 
compute, save through comparison 
with costs incurred in average cam- 
paigns where individual voters have 
the power to hold up and make him 
settle. Figures brought forth in the 
congressional investigation of the 
direct election of the senator from 
Wisconsin prove that in that cam- 
paign over $800,000 was the cost of 
the direct primary in that state. A 
hot fight was in process, but no one 
can tell at the present time whether 
a hot fight may not also come up in 
connection with almost any office to 
be filled under the new scheme, here 
in Massachusetts. 

We have no desire to censure any 
man who voted for this bill, but no 
man who likes direct action can re- 
frain from severely criticizing the 
kind of fight that was made over it, 
in which bullyragging on one side, 
succeeded in defeating weak-kneed 
defense of present day conditions on 
the other. We don’t believe there is 
anything to be ashamed of in the 
system that has been in vogue in 
Massachusetts for the last forty years, 
be it in the original caucus, in party 
conventions, or in political nomina- 
tions. True, there have been many 
blemishes upon one or the other of 
these political factors, but they have 
not been sufficient to destroy a system 
that has resulted in ninety-nine times 
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only the great mills, and not only the 
people employed in them, but we be- 
lieve that even more suffering has 
come to the great middle class, and 
to the laboring people in other trades. 
It is to this middle class that 
men must look for any hopeful sign 
in combating the present I. W. W. 
heresies, and in bringing: about in- 
dustrial peace through ultimate in- 
dustrial justice to all classes who are 
involved. 


Editorial Cinders 


One of the important matters that 
could’ be worked out under the con; 
trol of a well-informed and capable 
head of Public Works Department af- 
fecting the control of highways, would 
obviate just such difficulties as were 
encountered by two of Andover’s 
citizens in their attempts at the last 
town meeting to change the location 
of streets. The preliminary action 
that was necessary for a town meet- 
ing to make such a change had been 
entirely overlooked, with the result 
that no relief can be secured by these 
people until another year has passed. 
We commend this as one of the sig- 
nificant things bearing upon the com- 
ing issue in Andover affecting the 
town’s highway department.

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Large Audience Hears Jacob Riis 


The Stone Chapel was filled on 
Sunday evening with an intensely in- 
terested audience, which listened for 
an hour and a half to an illustrated 
lecture by Jacob A. Riis, the well- 
known writer and lecturer of New 
York City. Mr. Riis’s subject was 
“The Making of an American.” 

The story of Mr. Riis’s life, and 
the remarkable success of his efforts 
in behalf of the poor of New York 
are too well known to need any spe- 
cial mention here. Countless men 
and women have been moved by his 
books, in which he so simply, and 
yet so graphically, sets forth the 
awful sufferings and degradations ! 
which the unfortunate poor have had 
to undergo. 

The influence of his writings pales, 
however, beside the personal mag- 
netism of the man himself. With not 
an instant’s flagging of the interest, 
he took his hearers from the earliest 
scenes he had known as a boy in his 
Danish home, through his first three 
years in America and New York, 
during which time he suffered untold 
hardships for want of money, food, 
employment and _§ friends.

Tuesday Night’s Storm Caused 
Heavy Damages. Set Lime on 
Fire at Home of F. E. Dodge 


The heavy rainstorm and thaw of 

Tuesday afternoon and night made 
great havoc with the roads in vari- 
ous sections of the town, and for a 
time on Wednesday morning se- 
riously interfered with traffic on 
the Bay State street railway. Many 
cellars were flooded, and consider- 
able damage resulted. 
_The worst trouble occurred in 
Frye Village at the corner of Main 
and Lowell streets. The chief cause 
was the overflow of Hussey’s pond, 
to which was added a deluge of 
water coming down Lowell street. 
As the culverts could not take care 
of the streams coming from every di- 
rection, the result was a pond of 
water at the junction of the two 
streets, The roadbed was gouged 
out at several points and quantities 
of sand and stones were deposited 
on the car tracks. 
_ This rendered the passage of cars 
impossible. To add to the difficul- 
ties, one car was derailed, and a long 
wait was thus necessitated. Many 
of the passengers ‘waited near the 
residence of William M. Wood until 
arrangements were made by which 
they could be transferred to an- 
other car, 

The tie-up in the car service was 
not the only result of the storm. 
Many of the cellars in the vicinity 
were flooded, and articles stored there 
were damaged. Trouble of this 
kind is frequent during the spring 
rains, but Tuesday night’s washout 
has not been equalled in years. 

As a result of the overflow of 
water coming across the fields from 
Summer street the cellar in the barn 
belonging to Frank E. Dodge on 
Park street was badly flooded, and 
several barrels of lime got on fire. 
The lime is kept in barrels on a rack, 
but the water rose in the cellar until 
part of the barrels were submerged.

A NORWEGIAN WORD. 


Origin of “Budstikken,” Which Means 
“Spreading the News.” 

This peculiar word is frequently 
found in Scandinavian communities as 
the name of a newspaper, such as St. 
Cloud Budstikken. It is a Norwegian 
word, 1,200 years old at the least and 
has a very peculiar origin. 

In those days, when the coasts of 
Norway were ravaged by pirates, the 
inhabitants had to resort to all sorts 
of devices to warn those at a distance 
of the approach of these piratical craft. 
When one was seen on the horizon a 
man went up to the top of a mountain, 
where he lighted a beacon fire. This 
could be seen for a long distance and 
was known to be a warning. When 
it was seen in the distance another 
fire was lighted on another hill until 
all over the country fires blazed from 
every hilltop and the people prepared 
to defend themselves. 

They also bad a system of messen- 
gers. The man who first sighted the 
sail would take ap arrow and send it 
to his neighbors. From town to town 
this arrow was sent until all. were 
warned. These were rather primitive 
ways of telegraphing, but were so ef- 
fectua] that in the course of twenty- 
four hours all Norway knew of the ap- 
proach of pirates. 

This system of spreading the news 
was called “budstikken,” and when 
there were no more pirates the news- 
Papers became spreaders of the news 
and so were appropriately styled “bud- 
stikken.”—Exchange. 


WESTMINSTER HALL. 


Ite Bargain Counters, State Trials and 
Coronation Banquets. 

Westminster hall, whose old gray 
walls have seen coronation banquets 
and state trials, used to echo with the 
bargains driven at shops or stalls 
which at one time fringed its walls lke 
a niodern bazaar.

It is the 

stupid, silly way their evenings, Sat- 

urday afternoons, and Sundays are 

spent that does the mischief; not the 

factory. The wise and humane laws 

for women and young persons in this 

state, which by tke way are rigidly 

enforced, are a credit to our legis- 

lators, and in my judgment show that, 

amidst all our greedy self-seeking, 

we have men who fearlessly voted 

for 54 hours as a long enough work- 

ing week for women and young per- 

sons, 

We are not all Vanderbilts or 
Rockefellers—a good thing that «we 
are not. Yet we can be as independ- 
ent, perhaps as happy, with health 
and honest labor as the richest man 
in the country. This Lawrence strike 
was brought on by the. stand-pat 
mill owners playing politics. It has 
been a costly game for them. Tories 
never learn anything. It is reported 
that the mill owners said that just 
now it was impossible to give the 
56 hours’ pay for 54 hours’ work. No 
doubt they in their wisdom and the 
state of trade with neighboring 
states running longer hours, thought 
that statement final. After six weeks 
of battle and losses on both sides, 


| just as I write I read in a Boston 


paper that more pay for 54 hours than 
they had for 56 is offered by the em- 
ployers, so that this:miserable fight 
is at an end. It is simply childish 
talk when newspapers print such 
stuff about the low wages paid in 
Lawrence. Anyone with a_ small 
quantity of common sense knows that 
wages in factories at places so near 
to each other as Lawrence, Lowell, 
Fall River and New Bedford cannot 
for any length of time differ from 
each other, 

I ventured to say a month ago that 
youthful readers of the Townsman 
would live to see 48 hours for women 
and young people in factories, and 
that the wages paid for 48 hours 
would not be lower than what is now 
paid for 54 hours. Some of my 


friends laughed at that statement, and 
asked if I had turned a rabid, im- 
possible socialist. All I can say is 
that history often repeats itself. I 
have known about factories and fac- 
tory legislation for fully sixty-five 
years, and every reduction in the 
hours of work has increased the 
wages. Moreover, today’s news con- 
firms this statement. I hope that they 
will all “tak a dram and gree,” and 
just raise the price of the cloth they 
make. : 

It is an old saying that if a per- 
son lives long enough he will see the 
end of this present world. I do not 
expect to do that, but the longer I 
live, the more I am finding out that 
it is dangerous to judge rashly. I 
have rather a low opinion of Ameri- 
can magazines and newspapers in 
general. Yesterday a neighbor 
handed me a little magazine or news- 
paper called The Nation, published 
in New York. As I have seen only 
two copies of the Nation I may be 
infatuated with it. But a journal like 
the Nation to come from New York 
makes me begin to think that I have 
been hasty in my judgments. No 
doubt many readers of the Towns- 
man read the Nation. To those who 
don’t I quote an article from it of the 
date of January 25, 1912, and the good 
folks who have already read it will 
excuse the finish of this musing. 


“ROOSEVELT THE PLOTTER” 


“Evidence accumulates every day 
that Mr. Roosevelt is engaged in an 
intrigue to defeat President Taft at 
all hazards. The plotting really be- 
gan from the day of Mr. Taft’s in- 
auguration. The audacious man had 
refused to:take orders from his pre- 
decessor. He had the impudence to 
suppose that he was president, not | 
Roosevelt. That was enough. Taft 
would have to be taught the perils of 
insubordination. When _ Roosevelt 
sailed for Africa he sent a telegram 
pledging ‘loyalty’ to Taft, but it -was 
another case of ‘Art thou in health 
my brother?’ and then the dagger un- 
der the fifth rib.

IAN McDOUGALL 


Earl H. Cressy, an American, who 
has recently returned from a tour of 
inspection of the famine districts of 
China, relates many instances illus- 
trative of the frightful conditions of 
starvation which prevailed early in 
February. He made a minute exam- 
ination of many Chinese homes. De- 
scribing an inspection of all the 
houses, large and small, in several 
groups, a total of fifty-five houses, 
Mr. Cressy makes the following state- 
ment: 

“A straw stack indicates that there 
has been a crop. I found straw in 
four yards. Grain was found in only 
seven houses out of the fifty-five, and 
in no place over a peck of it. The 
food in process of preparation was 
invariably greens—sweet potato 
leaves or caro tops, a_ thin, eerie

smelling mass of the appearance of 
stagnant water and about as appetiz- 
ing, only once in a while containing 
a bit of vegetable or grain. About 
one out of every three was eating 


elm bark which they prepare by re- 
ducing it to a fine sawdust and then 
making it into cakes. Whole rows of 
trees have thus been stripped of their 
bark. Of even such sorry food as 
this only a few have any great 
amount on hand. After it is gone 
they will eat the bark of the willow 
and mulberry which cause swelling 
and hasten death. Except for these 
the countryside is absolutely bare. 

“To look back upon it, the whole 
seems like a bad dream. The gloom 
of the wretched homes, the whirling 
snow, driven by the bitter wind, the 
garrulousness of the old women, the 
modest shyness of young matrons 
at suddenly finding themselves in the 
presence of a foreign man, little chil- 
dren crving over their pitiful food, 
the dumb agony on the face of the 
woman whom we had to tell that her 
husband had just breathed his last, | 
the dead with mummy faces and 
claw-like feet—all this is only a small 
part of the grim tragedy of the 
famine where two and a half millions 
are facing conditions like these.” 

As rapidly as contributions are re- 
ceived by the American Red ~ Cross 
they are hurried by cable to the re- 
lief committee in Shanghai. Up to 
March 1, $29,000 had been forwarded. 
Millions are needed, because the new 
grain crop in China cannot be har- 
vested for three months. 

The New York relief committee, 
co-operating closely with the Red 
Cross, is urging every pastor in the 
United States to speak to his congre- 

| 


gation on the famine, and to take a 
collection’ for the starving. The Red 
Cross approves this request and urges 
universal compliance with it. The 
money thus collected will be sent to 
the New York China Famine Relief | 
Committee, 1 ‘Madison Avenue, New 
York, or to the American Red Cross, 
Washington. In either case the 
amounts’ received will be acknowl- 
edged and promptly cabled to China.

Value of Early Diagnosis. 


By Dr. CHARLES L. MINOR. 

In any given case of tubercu- 
losis a sensible doctor can usu- 
ally tell you whether there is 
any chance of getting well, but 
it is worth remembering that 
quite a number of very bad and 
apparently hopeless cases do at 
times recover when it seemed 
impossible for them to do so. 
Thus, however bad the outlook, 
it is sensible not to give up hope, 
but to start right in to make the 
bravest fight you can. 

In any case your chance of get- 
ting well depends largely on the 
earliness of the discovery of the 
trouble and the grit and the 
courage of the patient, and a 
brave and determined patient 
with bad trouble often stands a 
better chance of recovery than a 
silly, weak willed one with 
much less trouble.

All employees 
receiving between 12 and less than 
20 cents per hour, one cent per hour. 
All employees receiving 20 cents or 
more, one cent per hour. All em- 
ployees on job work are to receive 
an advance of five per cent flat. 

Sub-committees were appointed to 
confer with the agents of the other 
mills in the city, and it is anticipated 
that the result of the conferences 
will be satisfactory. On Wednesday, 
mass meetings were held by the 
strikers in various sections of the 
city at which the offers of the mill 
men were discussed.

THOUSAND KILLED 
IN TRIPOLI BATTLE 


Arabs Fare Badly at Hands of 
the lallan Troops 


Benghazi, Tripoli, March 14.— 
More than 1000 Arabs were killed and 
another 1000 wounded, according to 
Italian advices, in the course of one 
of the stiffest encounters of the war, 
when the Italians stormed and occu- 
pied two oases situated to the north- 
east of Fojat, which were strongly 
intrenched and held by a large force 
of Arabs. 

The Arabs defended their position 
with the utmost bravery, but were 
finally routed by the Italian troops at 
the point of the bayonet. 

The loss of the Italian troops is 
given as three officers and twenty-five 
soldiers killed, while they also had 
seven officers and fifty-five soldiers 
wounded.

New York, March 12.—Felix Adolfe 
was held in $1000 bail for trial by a 
Brooklyn magistrate, charged with a 
misdemeanor in that he spat upon 
and trampled under foot an Ameri- 
can flag while.addressing a gathering 
of anarchists in the Williamsburg 
section of Brooklyn. 

During his address Adolfe took a 
gmall American flag from his pocket 
and after he had spat’ upon and 
trampled it under foot, set it on fire. 
Two policemen promptly placed him 
under arrest. 

The meeting had been called to pro- 
test the @titude of the state authori- 
ties in the Lawrence, Mass., strike.

Afterward to exhibit the plate 
to more advantage the table was made 
with shelves or steps, on which the dif- 
ferent articles could be arranged in 
rows, one above another. It was called 
in French, or Anglo-Norman, a dres- 
soir, because on it the different articles 
were dressed or arranged.’

PRESENCE OF MIND. 


The Way Two Englishmen Captured 
Four Hundred Prisoners. 
Toward the close of the peninsular 
war 400 prisoners were captured by 
John Colborne, afterward Field Mar- 
shal Lord Seaton. Colborne, who was 
wounded at Talavera, had been dis- 
abled for some time, but in 1813 he 
was in active service again, and when 
Wellington’s army crossed the frontier 
into France he performed what was in- 
deed the most amazing feat of his ca- 

eer. 

When riding, with no comrade but 
the famous Sir Henry Smith, separated 
from his column, he saw 400 French 
soldiers passing along a ravine below 
him. “The only way was to put a good 
face on the matter,” he wrote. “So I 
went up to them, desiring them to sur- 
render. The officer, thinking, of course, 
the column was behind me, surrender- 
ed his sword, saying theatrically, ‘Je 
vous rends cette epee, qui a bien fait 
son devoir.’ (I surrender this sword, 
which has done its duty well.) The 
400 followed his example.” 

Sir Henry Smith used to declare that 
he had ‘never seen such cool presence 
of mind as Colborne displayed on this 
occasion.—London Spectator. 


Sanger’s White Elephant. 

“I was exhibiting ‘the. only white 
elephant ever seen in the western 
world,’”’ relates Lord George Sanger in 
his book, "‘SeT®nuty Years a Showman,” 
“when I was honored by a visit from 
King Edward, then Prince of Wales.
